Hanna, democratic candidate for the 
nomination for state senator at the 
primary' election in the Twinty-third 
senatorial district failed to receive 
20 per cent of the party vote in that 
district, according to the certified 
returns made to Secretary* of State 
Frear. and therefore failed to re­ 
ceive the democratic nomination un­ 
der the primary law, and it was or­ 
dered bv the board of state can­ 
vassers, that he be deemed an inde­ 
pendent candidate 
for 
that office 
and “his name shall be placed on 
the official ballot in the column of 
individual nominations, and he shall 
be denoted in such column as ‘in­ 
dependent.’ ” 
There are, of course, many other 
instances in the state where demo­ 
cratic candidates failed to receive 
the required number of votes, all of 
which are not yet known to the state 
board of canvassers, nor will they be 
known until complete returns have 
been made to the secretary of state. 
The action of the state board in 
the present case, however, was tak 
en 
in 
advance at the request of 
Chairman Joseph E. Davies of the 
democratic state committee to give 
him an opportunity to complain of 
the law before the courts and to 
I provide a course of action wherein a 
judicial 
determination 
may 
be 
sought. 
Chairman Davies will now take 
steps to bring the 2b per cent feat­ 
ure of the primary law before the 
courts for a judgment upon its con­ 
stitutionality. He will proceed by 
mandamus to compel the secretary 
of state to placp the name of Mr. 
Hanna on the ballot as the regular 
democratic nominee or to require 
the state board of canvassers to is­ 
sue to Mr. Hanna a certificate of 
nomination as such candidate. 
The time in which the question 
may be brought to an issue is short 
and Mr. Davies will seek the indul­ 
gence of the courts to hear the mat­ 
ter without delay. 
Secretary of State Frear has al­ 
ready asked the attorney general for 
an opinion upon the constitutioual- 
j ity of the law- There was a statement 
i published some time since that the 
i attorney general stood ready to w*rite 
an opinion holding the 20 per cent 
feature of the primary law unconsti­ 
tu tio n al.

The avail­ 
able space in hospitals is entirely 
inad eq u ate for m eeting the dem ands 
of all who need n u rsin g care. Cer­ 
tain acute and chronic cases do well 
at hom e under proper 
conditions, 
while m any patients cannot or will 
n ot go to the hospitals. The costly 
hospital space may well be reserv­ 
ed, then, for those w*ho need it u r ­ 
gently. 
Plan Started in 1850 
W illiam R athbone put into prac­ 
tical operation in 1859 the idea of 
utilizing th e services of the trained 
visiting nurse in th e hom es of th e 
sick 
poor. 
Florence 
N ightingale 
had dem onstrated to th e world th e 
im portance of educating and o rg a n ­ 
izing women for th a t large work 
peculiarly adapted to th e m — nursing 
th e sick, and train in g th e com m u n ­ 
ity in the essentials of hygiene, th a t 
sickness m ay be 
prevented. 
Until 
Mr. 
R athbone started his m em or­ 
able work In Liverpool, Miss N ight­ 
ingale’s efforts had been directed to 
w ar, hospital, and institutional nurs-j 
ing. 
The utilization in th e homes 
of th e people of nurees at th e sam e 
tim e became teachers and sought to 
rem ove the causes underlying much 
of th e trouble, was a stu te and logi­ 
cal from th e p h ilan th ro p ist’s point 
of view, as well as from th a t of th e 
generally good citizen. 
T he adop­ 
tion of district n u rsin g in E ngland 
was generally from the beginning of 
th e movem ent. 
In America, th e m ovem ent did not 
tak e root until 1877, when th e W o­ 
m e n ’s Branch of th e New Yrork City 
Mission sent the first trained nurses 
into the homes of th e poor. 
Two years later, th e Society for 
Ethical C ulture,

placed a nurse for sim ilar work in 
one of the city dispensaries.

The moving picture industry 
appears to be peculiarly sub­ 
ject to the domineering super­ 
vision of volunteer 
moralists. 
In New York we have a “board 
of censors,” to whom the manu­ 
facturers 
of 
animated 
films 
seem to have yielded without so 
much as a protest, since they do 
not tssue to customers any pic­ 
tures of Which the censors dis­ 
approve. Out Missouri way there 
is a body of amateur cleansers 
of human pastimes who have or­ 
dained that the pictures fit for 
publicity 
must not reproduce 
elopements or even kissing oth­ 
er than by relatives. Doubtless 
the attitude of these extremists 
is due to former recklessness 
on the part 
of 
exhibitors in 
showing pictures 
of 
criminal 
exploits calculated to arouse in 
immature minds the spirit of 
emulation, thus creating a new 
class of offenders. But the do­ 
ings of the past, however mis­ 
taken, are no excuse for the re­ 
cent proceedings 
of 
banded 
zealots who perceive a monster 
in every shadow 
and 
detect 
crime in most innocent diver­ 
sions. 
“ Motion picture men w ill,doubt­ 
less feel grateful to the New York 
paper for its well meant defense of 
our principles,” said Manager Mac- 
Williams of the Bijou. “ But while 
we are not acquainted with the Mis­ 
souri puritans mentioned, we feel 
rather inclined to resent the impli­ 
cation that the New York board of 
censors* is an arbitrary body of zeal­ 
ots whose pleasure it is to domineer 
over the helpless producers of pic­ 
ture film. 
“The national board of censorship 
is doing a splendid work, and that 
its strict supervision is no longer 
necessary is largely due to the edu­ 
cational influence of Its former de­ 
cisions. Our army and navy are not 
strictly necessary to our happiness 
and prosperity at present; but they 
are mighty convenient things to fall 
back upon in case of argument. The 
censor board has saved the motion 
picture a lot of persecution from the 
bombastic authorities 
of 
smaller 
places than Newr York, because they 
cannot but respect the personnel of 
the eastern body. 
“The first sentence of the Re­ 
view’s editorial is peculiarly true; 
but it is not from the accredited cen­ 
sors that the ‘domineering supsr- 
vision’ comes.’ ”

and 
‘gentlemen’s 
agreements.* The w'orst of it is that 
they are now absolutely uncontroll­ 
ed by either judicial or legislative 
authority.
